Lake Shore Will Build New Bridges 


to Accommodate the Biggest 


Engines and Heavy Trains. 


The Lake Shore Railroad will en- 


gage in a general1 campaign of im- 
proveine^-t during the coming spring. 
One of the t.jssest pieces of work will 
be the strengthening ot the bridges 
west of Cleveland. ^or this purpose 
.he road has purchased & large sup- 
ply of bridge material that it to be 
jsed as soon as the weather permits. 
When the Lake Shore received its big 
jngines last spring it was understood" 
hat they were not to be -used west of 
Cleveland because the bridges would 
not permit it. Now that other netv 
engines are coming it is said that the 
road will build bridges that will ac- 
jommodate them. 
The bridge over 


:he Maumee river is to be rebuilt en- 
irely, and the other structures that 
are good will be strengthened a great 
deal so as to accommodate any sort 
of equipment and the heaviest train 
now hauled. It is also said that the 
road will lay a great quantity of new- 
rails this season. The rails have 
been purchased, and will be laid as 
soon as spring opens.

Watt of Electrical I*roBre«» Charged to 


Obsolete Patent 


In the twentieth century we find that 


our competitors are ahead of us in the 
utilization and application of electrici- 
ty. It is not to England that tha for- 
eigner comes for dynamos or electric 
tools or electric lifts or electric rail- 
way or tramway nttings. 
Our tele- 


phone system has long been a by- 
word; Switzerland and Sweden ape In- 
finitely better oE in this direction than 
our lethargic selves; as a motive pow- 
er on our railways and tramways this 
new force has been as yet only occa- 
sionally employed, and 
the two or 


three electric raHways of London are 
still a source, of woa4er to the Inhabi- 
tants of our islands, -All thie is great- 
ly changed from the day when we led 
the world. And whereas in the past 
we built the JoreSgnera* steam railways, 
today the American is building or pro- 
posing; to build our electric lines. It 
would be interesting to investigate the 
causes of our backwardness, says an 
editorial writer in the London Mall. 
No doubt our chaotic patent laws have 
much to do "with our present situation. 
In Germany and the United States only 


patented; 
anything.

ness. Coroner Burton caused the re- 
mains to be removed to drosjean's 
morgue where he conducted a post 
mortem examination, assisted by Dr. 
Foltz, anfl found that Kayser's death 
had been caused by his lungs becom- 
ing filled • with dust and aoot from 
coal, the organs being so thoroughly 
obstructed by the accumulation of the 
foreign substance as to produce a 
neart clot and cessation of blood cir- 
culation. The lungs when examined 
at the post mortem were found to oe 
blackened 'by the dust and soot that 
the victim had inhaled. 


The body -was prepared for burial 


and was afterwards removed to tlw 
deceased's late home at 1047 Forest 
avenue. Kayser-was born in.Germany 
and reached'the ^ge of 51 -years.

Professor Robert Ellis Thompson 


spoke in Philadelphia recently on "Vic- 
torian Poetry: Tennyson aud Brown- 
ing."
